MODERN BUSINESS PRESSURE 
Ernest G. Liebold’s flight from utter weari­ 
ness is a tragic ex ample of the way in which 
modern life can driv e a man past the margin 
of phy sical endurance. 
There is something pathetic and appealing in 
the remark Mr. Ford’s secretary made when his 
aimless wanderings had ended. He ex plained: 
“ During the past two weeks I'v e been working 
night and day . I was getting only one and one- 
half hours’ sleep a night . . . I just had to get 
away .” 
And he added: 
“ I wanted to go some place to rest and fo rget 
ev ery thing until I could think straight again. I 
knew I couldn’t go home — the telephone wo u ld 
ring constantly and I’d hav e to go back to wo ik 
again.” 
In those sentences Mr. Liebold summed u p the 
reaction of a fagged body and brain to the 
strains imposed by modern liv ing. He is no t the 
only business ex ecutiv e who has suffered in this 
way . That despairing. “ I ju st had to get away " 
is a remark that the fro nt o ffice o f mo re than 
one corporation has heard o v er and o v er agam. 
The big business m an has co me in fo r a lo t o f 
kidding in recent y ears, w hat with his go lf, his 
interminable lu nch ho u rs, his habit o f being in 
conference,” and so o n: bu t while there are bu si­ 
ness men of this ty pe, there are many mo re who 
go through the Liebo ld regime — d ay after d ay 
of hard, brain-straining wo rk, with no u ninter­ 
rupted rest perio d s and no let-d o wns. 
For the successful business ex ecu tiv e these 
day s is supposed to be a super-man. He is su p­ 
posed to be abov e fatigue, nerv o u s weakness and 
the ordinary mortal’s need fo r qu iet sleep. He 
has to driv e himself mercilessly , by the v ery n a ­ 
ture of his job; and if, once in a while, he simply 
drops ev ery thing and makes a d esperate effo rt 
to get away , who can blame him? 
One of the reforms the business wo rld has go t 
to make sooner or later is to reliev e the pres­ 
sure on its ex ecutiv es. 


CHILD NEEDS VARIED DAY 
There are many essential d ifferences between 
a child and an ad u lt. Chief amo ng these is the 
tendency of ov er stimu latio n and fatigu e o n the 
part of the child. 
The y oung child canno t lo ng keep his atten- 


tio n o n o ne thing witho u t su ffering fro m nerv o u s 
strain. Many a mo ther permits herself to be 
anno y ed becau se her three y ear o ld child will no t 
stay pu t, becau se he flits co nstantly fro m o ne 
thing to ano ther, with co nsequ ent d emand s o n 
her time and attentio n. 
W hat she d o es no t realize is tha t it isn’t n a t­ 
u ral fo r him to play with o ne to y o r to pu rsu e 
o ne activ ity o r o ne line o f tho u ght fo r mo re than 
a few minu tes at a stretch. 
It is wise fo r the m o ther to see to it that her 
child ’s d ay is bro ken into sho rt perio d s o f v aried 
wo rk, play and rest. 
The bo red , whiny child is o ften o ne who has 
beco me tired thro u gh co ncentrating to o lo ng 
u po n o ne activ ity . A v ariety o f play things is 
helpfu l. They natu rally d raw the child fro m 
so me qu iet activ ity su ch as blo ck bu ild ing o r 
making pictu res to the activ e pu rsu its o f rid ing 
the ex press wago n o r play ing train. 
It is fine, o f co u rse, fo r little child ren to play 
to gether bu t the ad ju stm ents that each child is 
called u po n to make to the so cial situ atio n hav e 
an o v erstimu lating effect which is tax ing and 
sho u ld be gu ard ed against in the ex treme. It is 
best fo r the child to be entirely alo ne with its 
play things at interv als d u ring the d ay . 
Ad d itio nal rest perio d s to the regu lar after- j 
no o n nap sho u ld also be a part o f the child ’s; 
regu lar ro u tine, especially if it is inclined t o , 
be o v eractiv e o r high stru ng.
